The Phyfical Caufe, &c. of a Lunar Eclipfe. 


HERE is nothing in Aftronomy more worthy 
of our contemplation, or more fublime in natural 
knowledge,- than rightly underftanding the fud- 
den obfcuration of the Heavenly bodies; which Aftro- 
nomers can now foretell almoft to a minute : and I look 
upon an Eclipfe of the Moon (next to that of the Sun) 
to be one of the moft nice and fubtle fpecalations of 
this Science. 


The word Ec/ip/e isderived from the Greek, "Exacizra 
(Ecleipo) fignifying to faint or fwoon away ; fo fick and 
dying perfons, when a death-like faintnefs, or {wooning 
fit came upon them, were faid by the Greeks to fall into 
an Eclipfe. In like manner, the Moon’s body feems to 
vanifh, and grow dark, when the Earth interpofes, and 
deprives her of the Sun’s light; at fuch atime the Moon 
is faid to be eclipfed. The Caufe is this. All dark 
bodies expofed to the direét light of the Sun, caft a tha- 
dow behind them ; which is nothing but the lofs or pri- 
vation of light, in the fpace oppofite to the Sun, by 
reafon the Sun’s rays are intercepted by the opaque body. 
And as the Earth and Moon are both opaque bodies, 
which borrow all their light from the Sun; when either 
interpofes, the other in fome meafure muft be obicured. 
Hence ’tis evident, that a Lunar Eclipfe is caufed by the 
interpofitions of the Earth betwixt the Sun and Moon. 

Now this can never happen, but when the Moon is at 
the full, for then only fhe isin oppofition to the Sun, 
and near the Earth’s fhadow. And fince there is a Full 
Moon every month, it will be proper to give a reafon 
why there is not an Eclipfe every month too. If the 
Moon’s orb lay in the plain of the Earth’s orb, i. e. if 
thofe two plains were to coinfide in one plain, pafling 
thro’ the Sun, thére wou'd be a total Eclipfe of the Moon 
at every Full, and confequently a central Eclipfe of the San 
at every Change. But the orbs of the Earth and Moon 








Maid armed with the fecret, betrayed the 


being placed obliquely, and not both in the fame plain, 


the Moon’s orb is found to make an angle of inclination; 
or geocentrick latitude, with the Ecliptick of 5 degrees: 
therefore the Moon may be in fach a pofition from the 
Nodes, as to pafs the oppofition above or below’ the 
Earth's fhadow. Hence ‘tis very poffible, evety Full Moon, 
&c. may not be eclipfed ; and farther, it is plain, that no 
Eclipfe can happen, but when the Moon is near né of her 
es: confequently the quantity of an Eclipfe de- 
pends upon the Moon's diftance from it; and may be 
either total with continuance, total without continuance; 
partial, or central, The Moon, although entirely de- 
prived of the direét folar beams, is not abfolutely hid 
from us at the fame time, (asat the Change) betaule the 
rays of light retained in our Atmofphere, dart an oblique 
reflection mto the real fhadow, and thereby faintly illu- 
minate the whole Cone: confequently by this; the Moon's 
body remains lucid, and vifidle to us, tho’ at the fame 
time is in what we call a total Eclipfe. 

Such a Phenomenon, if a fatourab'e opportunity pre- 
fent, will be naturally exhibited to us on mary Pe 
(being the tsth inftant) with all the variety of obtcura- 
tion. The beginning will be about 10 minutes palt ten 
in the evening, and the end at 45 minutes after one next 
morning. his very confpicuous oppoftion will be 
made in the 7th degree of Laheas and near che Moon's 
perigeon ; and will bea very remarkable one, being as 
great almoft as can pre | happen. The time of total 
darknefs will be near one hour and 42 minutes.

1. By the common Law, before the conqueft; Conju- 
ration, Witchcraft, and Sorcery or Enchantment were fe- 
verely punifhed, fometimes by burning and other deaths, 
and fometimes by exile ; for which fee Coxe 3. nf. 44. 
and the authoritics there cited. 

2. Thefe offences have been made felony by divers fka- 
tutes preceding James I. particularly in the glorious 
reign of Queen Evizaneta, sto Eliz. c. 16. 

3. The Devil’s agency on mankind has always been als 
lowed and affirmed by the common Law, all indi€tments 
for Treafon, Felony, &c. charging the party accufed to be 
moved and feduced Va the inftigation of the Devil: which 
inftigation can on proved by the overt a¢t of the party 
accufed, and hog the apparition of the fpirit, &c. as 
Coxe 3. Inf. 45. would have it, 

4. Many have been attainted of Felony on the ftatute, 
and have fuffered death as felons (too by Judge Hates) ; 
therefore I think "twill be fome reflection on the publick 
juftice of the kingdom, to repeal this A&t merely for the 
abfurdity of it, and the impoffibslity of the crimes therein 
mentioned; which crimes are tryable by a jury, ina 
country not much given to fuperttition. 

5. The punithment of Witchcraft, &c. is, and has 
been commiffioned by his Maj and his predéceffors, 
in al] Commiffions ot Oyer and Terminer, and Goal D-- 
livery ; which fhews their fenfe and-epinion of thele of- 
fences. For tho’ the King is fworn'to obferve the Laws, 
yet I don’t think he is bound to take notice of, and put 
in execution abfurd ftatutes; and if he is, forely if any 
King fince the makeing of the faid ftatute, or his privy 
Counci!, or Judges has mot thought it a reafonable Law, 
or had condemned it as ab/ird, and judged the offencer 
therein mentioned impo/fb/e, they wou'd have attempted 
the repeal of it e’re now. 

6. If there are any fuch crimes as are mentioned jf 
the ftatute, they cestainly deferve the punifhmgst of 
death, as being ‘contfary to the good of the
